‘Russia’s Move 
Far Beyond Need’ 
-Chamberlain 

LONDON (CP)—Prime Min 
ister Chamberlain told the House 
of Commons today the Finnish 
government was willing to refer 
Its territorial and atarteglc dls- 
-putes’ with Russia to abrltraUon 
before the Spviet disrupted diplo¬ 
matic relations as a prelude to 
the Invasion of Finland. 

The Prime Minister said the 
British government "deeply re¬ 
gret this fresh attack on a small 
independent nation, which must 
result in fresh suffering and loas 
of life to Innocent people.” 

William Gallacher, only Com¬ 
munist in the house, was howled 
down when he attempted to draw 
the Prime Minister Into a discus* 
Ion of Russia’s claims. 

As Mr. Chamberlain spoke, the 
Finnish minister In London, G. A. 
Grlpenberg, Issued t statement 
saying It wa* "quite obvious that 
Soviet Russia wanted lo domin¬ 
ate Finland,” and that the "Rus¬ 
sian tnvaalon Is the most straight¬ 
forward case of aggression there 
has ever been.” 

After reviewing the Russian 
demands on Finland.. Mr. Cham; 
berlaln, with scorn In his voire, 
declared the British government 
"found It difficult to believe that 
strategic measures of such scope 
and Importance as were sug¬ 
gested should have been consid¬ 
ered necessary to protect the 
Soviet Union against a country 
as small as Finland."

(One of Russia’s demands In 
the negotiations prior to the In¬ 
vasion was for territory on the 
Rybeehl P e n i nsu la, part of this 
corridor. A Helsingfors dispatch 
to the German news agency laid 
Russians had seized a peninsula In 
the Petsamo region.

The Bear Craba 

YV7HEN SOVIET PREMIER MOLOTOFF 
w used the. Air the other night to announce 
that Russia “can no longer stand” the '•un¬ 
bearable" situation created by the hostility 
of Finland, he announced to the world— 
whether he knew it or not—that Josef Stalin 
no longer speaks for the 175,000,000 people 
who compose the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics. There is nothing In modern his¬ 
tory to compare with this latest exhibition 
of totalitarian brutality. It makes the Third 
Reich’s Anschluss with Austria, Hitler’s dis 
roemberment of Czechoslovakia, and the Nazi 
invasion 6 ? Poland—even "Mussolini's con¬ 
quest of Ethiopia—look like picnics. Com¬ 
munism, as hitherto advertised, now auto¬ 
matically removes Itself from the leftist 

lexicon.-— 

1 To what extent the Soviet fighting forces 
will press the Stalin order, or how much op¬ 
position the*miniature army of the Finns will 
be able to- muster, remains to be seen. If 
the Finnish forces resist on a fight to-the- 
death basis, of course, it will no doubt be a 
-fHhort and brutal war. It will represent an¬ 
other Jain for the Moscow dictatorship—an¬ 
other challenge to the forces which are at 
present engaged in battle with the Berlin 
type of authoritarianism. * 

Russia's Intimation that Finland could 
have saved herself and her independence by 
turning out her present government, and re¬ 
placing It with one that would be plastic In 
the hands of the Moscow manipulators, Is 
merely another way of telling Premier Ca¬ 
lender and his colleagues that their country’s 
fate was doomed anyway. “With a different 
government at Finland’s head," said Molo 
toff unctiously, "Russia would be willing to 
make concessions ” What concessions 7 

If Stalin and Company had said outright 
that Russia Intended to grab all Finnish ter¬ 
ritory by force, if no other way was feasible, 
the world would have been spared the clumsy 
and brutal "statement of reasons" Issued 
from Moscow. Sinister as such an ultima¬ 
tum would hav# been, Its candor, at least, 
would have given Finland a straightforward 
warning of totalitarianism’s new march. 


Par Legislators Free Again 

IF THERE IS ANYTHING OUTSTANDING 
* to commend In connection with'the legis¬ 
lative aesaion which concluded its labors to¬ 
day, we might, perhaps, place its compara¬ 
tive brevity in that classification. It con¬ 
sumed four weeks and two day*. Nor will our 
traditional championship of the rights of free 
and untrammeled debate be called Into seri¬ 
ous question if we suggest that even this 
period of time might have been curtailed. 

Lavishly presa-agented In advance si one 
In which political partlzanshtp would be es¬ 
chewed, at least, by the official opposition, 
our lawmakers found little difficulty In con¬ 
verting this session into a convenient occa¬ 
sion for the exchange of ideological views 
in general. Conservative leader Maitland's 
sole contribution from his party to the de¬ 
bate on the address |n reply to the Speech 
from the Throne wss adroitly and inoffen¬ 
sively phrased. His tour of the province be¬ 
fore the outbreak of hostilities naturally had 
left a happy impression on his mind; but he 
conveyed this Intelligence to the House with 
appropriate reserve, more by way of dis¬ 
charging a solemn duty that would not keep 
than as a serious warning to the government 
to watch out for squalls at the next provin¬ 
cial election. From that point, however, he 
stood as s staunch Canadian ready to do 
what the circumstances of these times de¬ 
manded of him. He said the right things. 
But he trained his verbal artillery on the 
members of the Cooperative Commonwealth 
Federation!' This was his privilege. The un¬ 
official opposition.-of course, had given no 
pledge of docility. J#r. Maitland probably 
knew that no matter what his attitude to¬ 
ward this group might be, Mr. Winch would 
provide controversial fare. 1 -—* 

Much to which voice was given during 
the-progress of the cession would have been 
better left unuttered. When loyalty and 
patriotism and empire are served up with 
the Ideologies of three distinct political par¬ 
ties—two with nothing really to divide them 
and a third Implacably opposed to the exist¬ 
ing "system"- the verbal fur Is bound to fly. 
And it did. Spokesmen Tor all three groups 
would probably discover enough in a ver¬ 
batim report of their observations to send 
them Into the tall timbers to readjust their 
mental outlook.

The liquidation ol the securities of the 
Dominion, provinces and municipalities and 
of the Canadian National Railways would 
not meet with an insurmountable obstacle. 
These securities could be turned over to the 
Dominion government, which could raise cor¬ 
responding sums in the open market through 
the sale of its own obligations. 

However, financial experts contend, the 
repatriation of the securities of mining, in¬ 
dustrial and other corporations would involve 
• great deal o t difficulty. If the British gov¬ 
ernment were to throw them on the market, 
a sharp decline in prices of these securities 
would result, for the Canadian market could 
not easily absorb them. The Dominion gov¬ 
ernment also is not In a good position to 
absorb the securities of corporations. Not 
only would this materially Increase the debt 
of the Dominion, but also It would give the 
government direct control over a number of 
business enterprises. Such t development 
Is not desired by the government or by the 
respective industrial concerns whose securi¬ 
ties are-held In Great Britain. One authority 
argues this way: 

“What methods will be adopted by Britain 
In liquidating these securities is as yet im¬ 
possible to predict and will depend to a con¬ 
siderable extent upon the duration of the 
war and the need for Canadian dollar ex¬ 
change in Great Britain. If this need should 
arise. It Is possible that a portion of Cana¬ 
dian securities held by British Investors will 
be sold it* the United States. It is also likely 
that part of these securities will be used as 
collateral for the purpose of obtaining credits 
from the charter banks. The main danger 
that arises out of such s development is thst 
It would Increase the volume of deposits too 
rapidly and might be Inflationary In char¬ 
acter. The repatriation of even a portion of 
the Canadian securities held in Great Britain, 
however, would materially strengthen the in¬ 
ternational, balance ol raiment: of the Do¬ 
minion."

DEAD 

’’J'HE SESSION CAN hardly be said to have"! 

• died. It never really came to life, achiev¬ 
ing only a kind of fitful fever rounded with 
a sleep.

The gravediggers worked late, worked 
grimly and silently and there appeared to be 
general resentment when anyone paused 
even for a moment’s thought. The govern¬ 
ment appeared surprised even when the 
C.C.F. Insisted on discussing the resolutions 
which It had given notice of weeks ago and 
which have been left languishing on the order 
paper. In the expectation that they would be 
forgotten. 

The C.CJF.. however, appeared to take Its 
•wn resolutions seriously, s presumption 
naturally resented. It held the House hour 
after hour threshing out general Ideas of gov- 
eminent importance to British Columbia. 
Parliamentary resolutions are usually sup¬ 
posed to have a propaganda value only, are 
placed on the order paper to rouse the yokelry 
at home, but not to take up the time of legis¬ 
lators who are paid to come to Victoria 

HOMING INSTINCT 
A LEGISLATURE Is very much like a 
** robin or a homing salmon. Let the Idea 
of home strike It, let the old Instinct of mi¬ 
gration occur and nothing can stop It going 
home. Like the salmon rushing up his 
stream to spawn, like the robin hastening 
south in the autumn, your legislator hears 
the call from afar and nothing can hold him.

Mr. Cameron 
began It by trying to adjourn the House to 
consider the Pioneer Mine strike and how 
Mr.' Pearson had come to possess certain 
documents that shouldn’t have got out of 
the hands of the courts. He was ruled out 
of order. 

It wasn’t long before the elder Mr. Winch 
was embroiled with the Speaker for saying 
that things had been "deliberately mis repre¬ 
sented” by the go v ernment Mr Speaker 
even threatened to "name'’ him.

Assurance of real progress In Canada’s 
war effort was contained in the broadcast 
by Hon. J. L. Ralston. Minister of Finance, 
and we think that it will be received with 
satisfaction by the country. Coupled with 
his statement of what was being done, was 
the Intimation that the government would 
endeavor henceforth to give the public more 
information. Methods of warfare have 
changed, the economic factors are much 
greater and war preparations are less spec¬ 
tacular, as he stated. Hence the complaints 
in some quarters that the government was 
inactive and'- thkt Canada was not getting 
on with the war. 

It is well to have the promise that the 
public will be told more about what the gov¬ 
ernment is doing. The government needs 
the strong support of all the people of Can¬ 
ada, as the minister stated, and one way to 
obtain tt Is to take the public into the gov-1 
ernment’s confidence Just as far as possible. 
This is not to be regarded as an incidental 
duty, but it is something In which the gov¬ 
ernment should take direct Interest. It Is 
the way to secure the maximum co-operation 
in Canada’s war effort- 

Moreover, it is for the government to 
remember that the extraordinary powers 
that have been given It for meeting this 
crisis do not lessen Its accountability to the 
people. The greater and more serious the 
purpose In giving the government almost un¬ 
limited power, the greater the public desire 
to know that the purpose Is being fulfilled 
and that the government is leaving nothing 
undone. Undue impatience and irresponsible 
criticism are to be deprecated as tending to 
weaken the national effort, aa Col. Ralaton 
stated, but there will be less danger of this 
If the government keeps the public constantly 
Informed just as far as It can safely go.

DELAY 

DUT BY 10 O’CLOCK at night the grave 
^ diggers saw that they Wouldn’t finish the 
grave before morning. The government was 
forced to give up the ides of winding up all 
business before going to bed and decided on 
a morning session today.

Incident concerning Dr. Harry Cassidy, for 
years Dr. Weir’s right-hand man, confidant 
and braln-truster-ln-chlef.

IF HE CANNOT break. the Al- 
* lied pressure by propaganda, 
then s victorious offensive in the 
west is the only alternative to 
being besieged snd to being re¬ 
duced to an inactive frustrated, 
suffocating defensive. But aq 
offensive Is s terrible gamble. 
Against good fortifications, which 
the Poles altogether lacked, and 
against seasoned troops' with 
good generals, the offensive is a 
hideous operation. At a con¬ 
servative estimate, lt_ requires a 
superiority of at least three to’ 
one bn men and materials, and a 
willingness to suffer losses In at 
least the same proportion. If 
Hitler attempted the offensive 
and failed, the elite. of the Ger¬ 
man youth who are the backbone 
of Nazism In Germany today 
would be decimated. To win in 
the west he must sacrifice pre¬ 
cisely that part of the German 
people on which depends the 
popular support of his regime. 

Perhaps he will take the risk. 
His behavior In August when he . 
sacrificed his whole position In 1 
eastern Europe Indicates that the 
one thing he cannot face Is In¬ 
activity and frustration. It, for 
his victory over Poland, he felt 
he had to break with his allies, 
invite Russia into central Europe, 
and abandon the whole famous 
crusade against Bolshevism, then 
it may well be that now he will 
risk 1,000,000 young Nazis and 
the collapse of his regime rather 
than lace the inactivity of a pro¬ 


longed Allied siege. But it-is in 
either event a desperate choice. 

THE ONLY THING that car, 

* hope ,4o deter him from 
choosing a great and bloody of¬ 
fensive would be the certainty fn 
the minds of the German military 
leaders; on the one hand, thst the 
offensive must fail, and, on the 
other hand, that the Allied siege 
will not result in another Ver¬ 
sailles. If the Germans can be 
made to see that a military vic¬ 
tory is impossible but that a de¬ 
cent peace is possible, Europe 
may yet be spared the incal 
culable horrors of a war to the 
bitter end. 

"THE STATEMENT of Allied 
1 war alms presents no such 
difficulties as It did during the 
World War. For then the British 
and French had allied Russia and 
Italy, and Japan, whose support 
had been purchased by the secret 
treaties, and the Allies them¬ 
selves had territorial ambitions, 
namely, Alsace-Lorraine and the 
dismemberment of the Turkish 
empire and the distribution of the 
German colonies among them¬ 
selves, the British dominions, snd 
Japan. This is not the case today. 
There Is no German territory 
they themselves could want, and 
they have no allies who have to 
be compensated. 

They can, therefore, bay that 
they want no annexations, and, 
having learned the hitter lesson 
of the 1920s, they will seek no 
indemnities. They can declare 
that they are not fighting for the 
restoration of the Versailles 
boundaries or the Versailles sys¬ 
tem. and they can point to Munich 
as proof of their willingness to 
negotiate a revision of the Ver¬ 
sailles system. They can declare 
that they are not committed to 
the 1919 or to the 1939 frontiers 
in central Europe but to the liber¬ 
ation of the Czech and Polish 
peoples. They can declare that 
the colonial question is open to 
negotiation, but that the handing 
over of helpless colonial peoples 
to Nazi rule is not negotiable. 

And, by holding to the defen¬ 
sive strategy which they have so 
wisely adopted, they can prove 
that they are not seeking to con¬ 
quer or destroy Germany.

titled "Report of the director of 
social welfare, July 1, 1934 to 
January 1, 1939," and "reorgan¬ 
ization of British Columbia health 
and welfare services—a report 
with recommendations.” 


Heated argument raged across 
the floor of the Legislature last 
night as Conservative and C.C.F. 
oppositions demanded the govern¬ 
ment table reports of Dr. H. M. 
Cassidy, until last year director of 
provincial social welfare, and 
Hon. G. W. Weir, Provincial Sec¬ 
retary accused Dr. Cassidy of 


The Legislature yesterday 
snowed under a motion of Colin 
Cameron, C.C.F., Comox, that 
would have brought discussion of 
the Pioneer mine strike again Into 
the House. 

Tuesday evening Hon. George 
Pearson, Minister of Labor, read 
a letter which C.C.F. members 
claimed had been given him by 
the Court 

Mr. Cameron yesterday moved 
for adjournment of the House to 
discuss what he termed a definite 
matter of urgent public import¬ 
ance. 

The motion said the Minister of 
Labor had read a letter which was 
the private property of a citizen of 
British Columbia and which had 
been seized by order of the court 
and was temporarily In the cus¬ 
tody of the Court. 

"This letter was never at any 
time presented as evidence in the 
Court at the trial for which it was 
seized as evidence. In conse¬ 
quence, neither this letter nor a 
copy of It can legally have fallen 
Into the hands of any person other 
than the owner of the letter or 
officials of the Court.” 

He said It was of the utmost 
importance that the House should 
consider what steps It should 
take to bring the facts to the at¬ 
tention of the Canadian Minister 
of Justice, to the end that he might 
apprehend the person (if persons 
responsible tor the breach of the 
trusteeship of the Court. 

Mr. Speaker Whittaker said he 
could not understand how the 
matter was of urgent public Im¬ 
portance and that there was no 
proof to show the Minister had 
come by the letter Improperly. 
He ruled the motion out of order. 
• On a division called by the 
C.C.F, Conservatives joined Lib¬ 
erals to sustain the ruling of the 
speaker.

Pit Prop Industry 


Lieutenant-Governor E. W.
